SEDALIA, Mo., April 6.—A startling discovery 
was made by the warring patriots about noon. J. 
Milton Turner, the self-constituted reeeptacie of 
all sop thrown to the colored race by the Repub- 
lican party, recently issued a call for a meeting of

IDENTIFIED AT LAST. 


The Lady Who Committed Suicide at the 
Laclede—Letters From Relatives. 


To-day Coroner Niedelet received a ietter from 
Mr. Fred Beaulieu of Rulo, Neb., identifying the 
mysterious woman who committed suicide at the 
Laclede Hotel on the 2d inst. as Mrs. A. M. 
Rogers. The lady registered as Mrs. A. M. Rad- 
cliffe, Kansas City, and two days later 
was found dead in bed, having com- 


mitted suiciae by taking morphine. On making 
an examination of the property found in thedead 
woman’s trunk it was discovered that every — 
had been carefully erased and every clew to iden- 
tify her erased. The coroner spent two ben 
jn an attempt to bring out some of the in 
tions, using 2 a powerful microscope in the en- 
deavor. Lheenly writing that could 2 
be determined was an inscription, “to Mrs. A. 
Rogers, from her father on her 18th birthday, 
March 7, 1861.” A large number of photographs 
were found in the trunk and on these 
the Coroner had to rely. Some of the newest were 
selected, and among them one of a lady anda 
| gentleman taken in Atchison, Kansas. 
were forwarded through Secretary Williams of 
the Chiet's office, but it was ascertained that the 
photographic firm had been dissolved for three 
years. One of the pictures was recognized, how- 
ever, as that of a lady in Rulo. Neb., and for- 

warded to that pomt after advising Coroner 
Nidelet. To-day the following letter was received 
identifying the deceased as the sister of the 
Watton, Mrs. Howe: 

nSin—J. Ii. Barry, Chief of Poiice of 

Atchison, Kansas, sent me your letter. The 
photograph sent me is that of my daughter and 
the lady is no doubt my sister Mrs. A . Rogers 
from Falls City, Ne was not aware that she 
had left Falls City, neither am I sure at present 
that she is away rom there. Her trunk is one of 
the large leather covered kind. She is a 
large woman, 48 years old, light-brown hair, and, 
undoubtedly, wore a bronze-green cloth ress. 
She also had a grey cloak, full length, ey a cape. 
She would weiglr 100 to 175 pounds, and her upper 
teeth were false, and one of the lower front teeth 
being out. If this answers the description, please 
inform me at once, and also what disposal you 
have made of her. Among the photographs you 
will find one of my son, taken at 
Fails ony by L. K. Oldroyd, She has a mustache 
and liglit side whiskers. Did she havea red cor- 
set? Dispose of her the best way you can, as we 
aré not abie to have her brought back here. She 
isa eas the wife of a sea captain. He died 
twenty years ago and leit her wealthy. Sbe has 
been to Furope several times, and was defrauded 
of most of ner money and within the last year has 
been working for her living, and as she 
never had to work, possibly she may have taken

The robbers then bound them and 
taking them tothe basement made their escape, 
The girls as soon as they could free themselves 
as no one else was in the house, ran out and gave 
the alarm. No officer come, nowever, for half an 
hour and the robbers escaped.

A REPUBLICAN sTRAW. 

Next June’s Republican Convention at 
Chicago is to nominate a candidate for the 
Presidency. The Republicans of our two 
city districts have chosen their delegates to 
the convention, and after the closeness and 
bitterness of the contest for the appoint- 
ments one would‘suppose that the question 
of the candidate was somehow involved. 

Such, however, is not at ali the case. The 
question of the Presidential nomination, the 
only object for which the convention is te be 


nomination nor the platform was at any 
time discussed, or alluded to, or even thought 
of. If Mr. Fittey has any Presidential 
preferences or views he keeps them with his 
other political secrets. None of the other 
delegates are supposed to have any prefer- 
ences or any views, 

These are the men who represent the. Re- 
publican voters in two average Congression- 
al districts, if they are to be taken as ex- 
ponents of Republican sentiment, if we can 
use them asa “straw” to show which way 
the political wind is blowing, they indicate 
that within sixty days before the meeting of 
the National Convention the Republican 
party has no preference for any candidate or 
for any platform. When the time comes it 
will pick out the man who seems most likely 
to win and tit him out with the platform that 
is best calculated to please the greatest num- 
ber. 

From the high moral standpoint this looks 
absurd. From the practical standpoint, 
however, it looks like the policy best suited 
to the situation, and ft certainly has many 
advantages over the old plan of standing by 
certain principles and nominating candi- 
dates who represented those principles, 


A SIGNIFICANT VOTE, 

The Republicans in Congress, by their 
votes on the wool tariff question, have shown 
a remarkable readiness to play fast and 
loose, and to sacrifice every other public con- 
sideration for a supposed party advantage in 
the strategy of a pending election contest. 
In the last Congress, to carry through an al- 
leged tax reduction measure with the sup- 
port of RANDALL’s Democratic followers, 
they reduced the duty on wool as recom- 
mended by their tariff commission. Yester- 
day, under the impression that this reduc- 
tion had lost them Ohio and that its restora- 
tion would enable them to recover Ohio, they 
voted, nine-tenths of them, to undo their 
own work and put back the war tax on wool. 
This, too, while they were protesting loudly 
against any disturbance of business by tariff 
tinkering or meadling with the tariff ad)just- 
ment of the last session. 

The small squad of Democrats who heiped 
them to pass that adjustment as a means of 
forestalling and postponing any Democratic 
revision of the tariff give a queer reason for 
again joining the Republicans in this at- 
tempt to remodel their joint work. They 
insist that the wool reduction gave Ohio to 
the Democrats, and that the restoration of 
the old duty by an almost solid Republican 
vote would restore the State to the Repub- 
licans unless supported by Democrats also. 
They allege also that they carried the State 
for the Democrats last year by pledging that 
party to restore the duty. 

The right of the Ohio Democrdts to ignore 
all ef the party’s national platforms and 
pledge the Democrats of ether States to any 
such course was emphatically repudiated 
in the vote on the motion to suspend the 
rules and restore the duty. Instead of 
the necessary two-thirds vote it received 
the support of 82 Republicans and 36 Demo- 
ocrats, while 117 Democrats and 9 Republic- 
ans “sat down on it.“ Hurp of Ohio made 
a speech against it which was applauded to 
the echo on the Democratic side, and the 
inference from the speeches of the other 
Ohio Democratic Congressmen is that their 
State was, by yesterday’s vote, rendered Re- 
publican by a large majority, and mast 
henceforth be left out of Democratic 
Presidential caiculations. The vote shows, 
however, that almost every detail of the tar- 
iff question divides the Republicans as well 
as the Democrats.

Here is where Rosertr Ropyey, U. S. N., 
steps on the stage and r@minds us, by postal 
card, that four years ago,to-wit, February 2, 
1879, he proposed an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, to curb covetousness and con- 
serve the liberties of the republic.” This 
amendment declared that ten millions of 
dollars should be the limit of the value of 
any one man’s possessions and that wherever 
and whenever any man was found possess- 
ing more than that amount, the surplus 
should be condemned as a public nuisance 
and a publig peril“ and should be confiscated 
into the United States Treasury. 

This is Ronpert RopNeyY’s idea, and the 
date shows thaton the question of horizon- 
tal reduction he is really several years 
ahead of BILL. Mornison, But the idea is 
not wholly original with him. It is a 
mere adaptation, a weak imitation of an 
idea which has been most successfully 
worked for all it was worth by King Tua- 
KOMBAU and King THEEBAW and Mrs, 
King of Ugogo, and other patriotic -mon- 
archs. Whenever they saw any subject get- 
ting too rich they condemned his surplus as 


a pyblic nuisanée and a public peril, and re- 


lieved him of it. In order to spare his feel- 
ings,. the pang of parting with his ill-gotten 
gains, they usually relieved him of his head 
at thesame time, continuing, so to speak, 
the policy of horizontal reduction. This 
was suggested to the Prince of WALES by 
the Shah of Persia on his recent visit to En- 
gland, but the occasion was not ripe and 
the idea did not take. We snall wait to 
hear the echoes from Mr. RopNEY’s sug- 
gestion, and if this country is ready to go 
into the confiscation business, it may be

CONTEMP? FOR THE LAW. 

Explanations of the Cincinnati riot are as 
cheap as they are plentiful. As a general 
rule they are worth about what they cost. 
One of the latest ascribes the outbreak to 
the habitual spectacle of laws disregarded 
and held in contempt, the laws alluded to 
being, more particularly, the Sunday laws. 

This explanation might go a little further 
and say that the reason why the laws were 
held in contempt was because so many of 
them deserved contempt. We are familiar 
with the spectacle of laws passed in restraint 
of the natural liberty of the people, of laws 
which are in conflict with the prevailing 
sense of justice of the community which is 
expected to enforce them. 

Legislation needs to be drawn back within 
its proper limits, confined within its proper 
channels. Ourlaw-makers need to learn the 
lesson of the limitation of their functions. No 
country in the world has so much law-making 
as this country of ours. No country suffers 
as much from excessive, impotent, imprac- 
ticable and slipshod iegislation as this 
country, in which the people make the laws. 
There is probably more legislation relating 
to the domain of morals in the United States 
than in all Europe, and itis nearly all bad. 
We have more oaths and more perjury, more 
Sunday laws and Sabbath breakers, more 
liquor laws and less respect for them than 
any other nation. The result of all this can 
net be otherwise than bad. 

We want to get rid of this ramshackle leg- 
islation which brings law into contempt and 
teaches people to disregard their self-imposed 
restraints. We want to get back tothe plain, 
simple idea that legislation should confine it- 
selt strictly to its legitimate functions, that 
it should interfere as little as possible with 
the recognized social and ethical status; in a 
word, that there should be as little law-mak- 
ing as possible. When we get back to this 
democratic way of thinking, the laws will 
be held in greater respect because they will 
deserve to be held in greater respect. 

— 

Tur Senate yesterday amended and passed 
the Blair Educational bill by a vote of 
thirty-three to eleven, a majority of the 
Democrats present voting for it, and two of 
the eleven negative votes being cast by Re- 
publican Senators—-HAwLey of Connecti- 
out and MiLLB of California, The bill ap- 
propriates $77,000,000 to be distributed 
among the States in proportion to their illit- 
eracy, and to be expended by the Siates in 
supporting non-sectarian common schools 
during a period of eight years, to-wit: Seven 
million doliars for the first year, $10,000,000 
forthe second year, $15,000,000 the third 
year, and sums diminishing at, the rate of 
$2,000,000 a year through each of the five 
succeeding years. The opponents of the 
measure objected to it as an unconstitu- 
tional, dnnecessary and dangerous widening 
of the functions of the General Government, 
leading to further abuses in the way of tax- 
ation and expenditure without adequate re- 
turn. Many of its advocates favor it because 
they see in ita popular method of disposing 
of the surplus without reducing war taxes.

BY a vote of 179 to 33 the House yesterday 
adopted the resolution offered by THomPson 
of Kentucky declaring it unwise and inex- 
pedient to abolish or reduce the tax on 
whisky. The few who opposed it were 
moved by different ideas. Some would 
abolish the interna! revenue system because 
they regard it as a political machine; some 
because thay would thus raise the revenue 
limit for a protective tariff; some because 
the whisky tax compels the grain raisers of 
their poor mountaia districts to find their 
only market for grain at moonshine distil. 
leries, It is a hardship to these poor people 
and gets them inte a heap of trouble. But 
free whisky and heavily taxed necessaries 
would bring worse trouble to much greater 
multitudes in other parts of the country.

creased by leaisiation? There were three classes 
interested in the answers to that question: 1. 
Those who consumed articles made of wool. 2 
Those who manufacturea woolen goods. 3. Those 
who produce raw wool itself, The manifest effect 
on the first class would be to increase the price 
of its woolen goods, for the price of the material 
of which the article was made could not de in- 
creased without inereasing the price of the article 
itself, Ought the price of woolen goods to be in- 
creased? To that question there ought to be but 
one answer. At all times and in ali circumstances 
in our Northern climate, wool was an indispensa- 
bie article of daily consumption. It was a shelter to 
the houseless, a covering to the shivering, and 
fuel when the light of fire was extinguished. To 
workingmen, artisans and mechavies, labor with- 
out the protection of woolen clothing would be in- 
sufferabie, and their condition miserable indeed. 
If these remarks were true ordinarily, how palu- 
fully true now. This had been a winter of unex- 
ampled severity. More than halt a million men 
were out of employment, and strong men every- 
where were seeing their families starving because 
they could not get the work they were anxious to 
do. Had tne House of Representatives nothing 
more to say than this, that the nec essities of life 
should be increased in price? The-very proposi- 
tion was a mockery of their misfortunes. To pass 
this bill would be todo an unforgivable wrong to 
millions, It was not an auspicious time to make 
Clothing dearer to the poor. If bounties were 
needed for any industry, iu God's name take them 
out of the overflowing Treasury, not out of the 
suffering poor, — — What effect would it 
have on the manulacturing interest? That interest 
everywhere was lu a state of depression. Many 
had reduced the hours of labor, many had shut up 
for a time, few were runuing all the time and 
to the full extent of their ty. ln the 
midst of this depressior dia the House propose to 
add to their burdens by increasing the price of 
raw materials? One of the chief causes of the 
present depression was the bigh price of foreign 
wool, To-day, even as the law siood, the price of

Ernest Allen’s Provocation for Killing 
Tim O’Cennor—A Forced Fight.

The 
Allens are Englishmen, and have been on the 
Creek but a short time. All the par ies are in jail.
